THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Henniker, in the 
County of Merrimack, in said State qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s meeting 


house, in said Henniker, on Tuesday, the 9th day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 


upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE 1. ‘To choose all necessary town officers for 
the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
to repair highways and bridges. 


4. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for schools other than that required by law. 


). To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
towards paying its indebtedness. 


6. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise in addition to that required by law, for the support 
of the Tucker Free Library. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expenses of observing 
Memorial Day. 


8. ‘To see what sum'of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to defray the expenses of Old 
Home Week. 
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9. To see how much money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the fire department. 


10. To hear and act upon the reports of town offi- 
cers, library trustees and committees. 


ll. To see if the town will vote to have the real 
estate re-appraised during the present year, and deter- 
mine the number of persons who shall be elected to con- 
stitute said board of re-appraisers. 


‘12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
for the permanent improvement of highways under the 
law passed at the January session, 1905. 


13. To see if the town will vote to put in any addi- 
tional reservoirs for protection against fires, raise money 
for the same, or pass any vote relative thereto. 


14. To see how much money the town will vote.to 
raise for payment of electric lights for the ensuing year, 
and pass any vote relative thereto.

_ ‘There have been five cases of measles reported to the 
board during the year, all of which were confined to one 
family. 

One case of typhoid fever, contracted in Vermont, was 
properly attended to by the local Board. 

Two deaths have occurred fromtuberculosis. In each 
case the apartments occupied were properly disinfected 
in accordance with the requirements of the state Board 
of Health. 

There has been one complaint of nuisance presented 
to the Board during the year, which was promptly 
attended to by the person committing the same upon 
notification by the local Board. 

The water of the Henniker Spring Water Co. has 
twice passed a very satisfactory analysis. 

Notices in regard to spitting on the sidewalk have 
been posted about town with the result that this nuisance 
has been stopped to a certain extent.

REPORT OF BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


During the past year there have been eight still and 
only two bell alarms. One on Jan. 30 for a fire of Fred 
Garland at the Junction. The loss by fire was about 
$100, the expense to the town $18.80 for services of fire- 
men and teams. ‘The second fire occurred May 18 at 
the residence of C. A. Wilkins. The loss was $1200 
and the services of men and teams $32.40. At this fire 
an attempt was made to use the hydrant at the corner of 
Prospect and Pleasant streets, but it was found out of 
order and useless. As the hydrants are not under the 
jurisdiction of the town, but are supplied by a private 
water company, vour engineers are unable to test them 
or have them kept in proper order. It is the opinion of, 
the majority of your Board, that while these hydrants 
might in some cases be used for fire purposes, they are 
hardly worth the $35 it costs to maintain them. 

The town has been singularly fortunate in regard to 
brush fires during the remarkably dry season of the past 
year, none of a serious nature having developed. Our 
extensive telephone system, makes it quite impossible 
for a fire to start without being reported in the incipient 
stage. On Dec. 2 a brush fire started on the land of H. 
H. Rowe near Davis Pond and owing to the high wind 
prevailing a general alarm was sent out as a precaution- 
ary measure. 

This fire, while of obscure origin, has been attributed 
to careless hunters, although your Board did not find 
evidence enough to warrant an investigation. The cost 
of this fire for men and teams was about $60, the damage 
by fire was nominal. 
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The apparatus of the department is in good shape, al- 
though the Gen. Taylor engine should receive an over- 
hauling in the near future, having been in service some 
nine years with only minor repairs. 

An appropriation for new hose is needed to replace 
some two-inch hose that is worn out. 

Your engineers would also recommend that another 
reservoir be placed on the south side of the river, near 
the residence of S. A. Bunnell. This location was the 
subject of a petition from the residents of that neighbor- 
hood during the past year, but vour Board found they 
were unable to take any action unless by a vote of the 
town.

It appeared to the Board that a much better under- 
standing of the needs of the schools could be obtained 
by having the duties of such superintendent begin with 
the spring term. 

Mr. Lincoln commenced his work in school super- 
vision with the opening of the Division schools in April 
and has had charge of the rural or ungraded schools for 
three full terms. 

We invite your careful attention to the able and com- ' 
prehensive report which he gives as the result of his 
investigation of their condition and needs. 

His recommendations can be successfully accom- 
plished only by the cordial co-operation of the patrons of 
our schools.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mrs. Jennie N. Dodge, Secretary of the School Board. 


I respectfully submit herewith my first annual report 
as superintendent of your schools. 

A careful investigation into the district school affairs 
of Henniker, reveals three things: 1. The grade of 
work is far below what it should be. 2. In some cases 
the maintenance of the district schools is an actual waste 
of public money. 38. Consolidation is not only possible, 
but is the natural and proper remedy for these defects. 

In general, the district school teacher is faithful, 
painstaking and willing, but too often woefully lacking 
in teaching ability. Teaching is an art made up of the 
combination of special aptitude and technical knowl- 
edge. Itis unreasonable to suppose that the average 
girl graduating from the local high school is, from this 
fact, capable of properly teaching aschool. It is a peda- 
gogical axiom that a school will never be better than its 
teacher; if the teacher is lacking, the school is bound to 
reflect this need. 

In the average district school there are so many classes 
that is impossible properly to take up studies essential 
to a child’s training and development. For instance, 
music, drawing and nature work, studies that develop 
the often neglected side of the child’s life, are rarely if 
ever taught. Is there wonder, then, that the average 
district school is a dull, lifeless place where children are 
literally dragged through the day’s routine and where 
enthusiasm and spontaneity, the life of a school, are 
entirely unknown? 
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The attendance at the Bear Hill and Hemlock Corner 
schools has become so small that they should be closed 
and the children transported to the Central school. 
Moreover the Westboro Corner and West Henniker 
schools could be discontinued and the children trans- 
ported. There would be far less expense and incom- 
parably better results if this were done. 

Much is being done to raise the standard of the dis- 
trict schools. 

Monthly teachers’ meetings are regularly held at which 
school affairs and school problems are carefully dis- 
cussed. 

With much care and labor a schedule of studies has 
been prepared, especially for the district schools that 
will raise the efficiency of each. 

This last year each district school has been visited and 
inspected at least once every month and it has been the 
aim of the superintendent to unify the work. 

At the Central school the same ‘‘era of good feeling”’ 
continues, and with practically no change in the teaching - 
force this year, the same effective work continues. 

In the High school the introduction of a semi-com- 
mercial course has proved a great boon, seventy per 
cent of the entering class adopting it together with 
several students from the outside. Unusual commenda- 
tion has been given by the patrons of the school for the 
introduction of this new department. 

It will no doubt be a matter of surprise to many of the 
taxpayers to learn that the cost of educating a pupil, 
exclusive of books and supplies, in two of the district 
schools has reached more than $48 for a thirty week 
year, while in the Central school children in the same 
grade are educated for $15.25 for a thirty-eight week 
year, or, in other words, it is costing nearly $1.60 per 
week in the district school for instruction that is 
obtained in the Central school at 40 cents a week. And 
the grades of work are wholly incomparable ! 
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Every year more towns are adopting centralization as 
the rational solution of the district school problem. A 
time worn custom, pleasant associations and a high 
sense of appreciation for its history, should not keep us 
tied to an antiquated system upon which modern educa- 
tion has made so decided an improvement. 

The average district school does not offer its pupils 
either the breadth of education or the quality of 
instruction to be found in the Central school with its 
teachers of experience, its complete equipment, and 
thorough organization. 

An inspection of the High school records for the last 
eight years reveals the fact that only 35 per cent of those 
who entered the school ever graduated. Such a record 
makes plaintwothings: 1. There must have beena 
very general dissatisfaction with the courses offered. 2. 
The pernicious habit of giving up a task before properly 
completing the same, has too firm a hold upon the 
young people of our community. Other reasons, such 
as the inability to keep up, difficulty with the authorities, 
moving away, ill health, etc., enter into this result but 
the two reasons mentioned above are manifestly the 
principal ones. 

As to the first reason, in accordance with the repeated 
advice-of the state department I recommend that the 
present high school courses be permanently adopted 
rather than changed with every change in the teaching 


force of the school, especially since the courses now in 
use are giving such yeneral satisfaction. 

In respect to the second reason it may be added that a 
three years’ course is now offered to meet a popular 
demand as well as to correct this harmful practice of 
dropping out of school during the second and third 
years. 

In conclusion I desire to thank the board for their 
kindly co-operation in bringing to pass such improve- 
ments as have seemed advisable, and also to thank the 
teachers for their sympathy and support in securing 
what is nearest our hearts, the proper mental, moral and 
. physical eer of every child entrusted to our care.

FREE LIBRARY. 


It gives your treasurer pleasure to report the finances 
of the library in most excellent condition, every known 
bill having been paid to date. Some items of expense 
are larger this year than those reported for the preceding 
year, which can be accounted for partly by stating that 
we have quite a quantity of fuel on hand all paid for, 
which was not the case Feb. 15, 1908. Also, the janitor 
is paid to date, whtle in past years there has been two 
months salary due him at the time of settlement. 

In regard tothe income of the invested funds belong- 
ing to the library, I can say that they are as much as in 
former years. The system of allowing the savings bank 
dividend to remain unused to take care of any decrease 
in value of stocks and bonds as they mature has been 
maintained. The interest on three Metropolitan Steam- 
ship bonds owned by the library, due last November, has 
not yet been paid, but have information that this amount | 
will soon be available and can be used in this year’s.

settlement and will come into next year’s account.
